Herbert C. Legg, chairman ol 
l he Board of Supervisors, arrived 
in Los Angeles Wednesday from 
Washington, carrier of the good 
news that the President has 
signed the i3-million dollar Fed¬ 
eral grant for flood control work 
in the county. 

This grant, to be added to 
the county's fiood control appro¬ 
priation of $3,500,000, makes a 
total of $17,300,000 to be ex¬ 
pended on 14 major flood control 
projects. The work will put 14,- 
000 men to work. 

In receiving the approximate 
70 percent outright grant from 
the government, the county has 
been given a much more liberal 
deal than in previous allocations, 
when only 45 percent grants 
were allowed.

But County Rates Due For 
Sky-Ride As Federal 
Aid Weakened 


Two 16-year-old Sierra Madre 
boys were back home this week, 
luxuring in soft beds and home- 
cooked food after four days of 
not too comfortable vagabond¬ 
ing.

Threat of tax strike was con¬ 
tained in a resolution forwarded 
to the Board of Supervisors this 
week by the Taxpayers’ Protec¬ 
tive League of Pasadena, pro¬ 
testing increase in county tax 
rates. The league asserts that a 
tax strike, increase in tax de¬ 
linquencies, and unfavorable pub¬ 
licity for the county would re¬ 
sult from a heavier tax burden 
here. 

However, the Board’s last 
hopes of side-stepping drastic 
tax increases for the comiDg 
year were shattered Monday 
when State Work Administrator 
Frank Y. McLaughlin sprang a 
triple bombshell of bad news 
concerning me county unemploy¬ 
ment situation. 

First, county charity lists ab¬ 
solutely must absorb between 
7,500 and 15,000 unemployable 
families. Second, the Federal gov¬ 
ernment, determined to end the 
dole, will not support unemploy¬ 
ables any longer. Third, the 
State’s $24,000,000 unemployment 
relief bond issue will be of no 
aid to the county as the measure 
was voted for “unemployment 
relief’ and not for charity pur¬ 
poses. 

Both LACRA and SERA agen¬ 
cies are being cut to the bone, 
according to McLaughlin, the 
personnel bf each being curtailed 
to a minimum. Persons on theii 
rolls have been placed on work 
projects or returned to local 
charities.

We have not bothered to 
plumb into economic depths after 
the fundamental reasons for our 
place in the sun. 

Those analysts who do go 
after such things have come up, 
now, with a basic truth we have 
always vaguely realized but 
somehow lost sight of in the con¬ 
fusion of modern complexities. 

That is that whatever you do, 
however much economic super¬ 
structure men may erect, you can 
never get very far away from the 
land as man’s principal source 
ot wealth. 

Federal Department of Agri¬ 
culture figures show that Cali¬ 
fornia farms are leading the Na¬ 
tion this year in value of pro¬ 
ducts sent to market. Valued at 
$134,131,000 in the first four 
months of 1935, the Golden 
State’s crops stand well above 
those of its nearest competitor, 
Iowa, and are double those of the 
fifth highest state, Kansas. 

That is one of the biggest rea¬ 
sons why all branches of Cali¬ 
fornia business, from the corner 
drug store to the huge manufac¬ 
turing plant, are doing better 
than those of Iowa, or of Kansas. 
The million or so people depend¬ 
ent upon agriculture have money 
to buy things. To nature for pro¬ 
viding the soil and the climate, a 
good part of the credit must go. 

But to the farmers themselves 
for handling their marketing pro- 
lems adequately, no small mea¬ 
sure of applause is due.
